Italy Takes 
Ov er Trieste 


TRIESTE LP — Italy took over 
Trieste today in a raindrenched 
but fervent celebration marking 
the end of nine years of British- 
American control over this long- 
disputed Adriatic city. 
A bitter wind and slanting rain 
washed out a series of ceremonies 
scheduled for the formal change 
of command. 
But a cheering throng of Trieste 
citizens broke through police bar­ 
riers when Italian Army, Navy, and 
Air Force units marched into the 
city for the first time since World 
War II. 
Thousands pressed onto the wat­ 
erfront to hail a five-ship Italian 
naval squadron as it steamed into 
the harbor. Their cheers nearly 
drowned out the roar of 24 Italian 
air force jets which swept across 
the city’s grey skies. 
The formal end of the Allied 
Military Government came at 10 
a. m. with a proclamation signed 
by British Major General Sir John 
Winterton, Allied military gover­ 
nor of the Trieste Territory’s Zone 
A. 
The American troopship W. G. 
Haan pulled out shortly afterwards 
with about 1,700 U. S. troops on 
board. The people momentarily 
dropped 
their greetings to the 
Italians. With cheers, waving flags 
and honking of horns along the 
waterfront they bade farewell to 
the Americans.

EMPLOYMENT FACTS 
GIVE BIG BOOST 


WASHINGTON OB — The White 
House said today President Eisen­ 
hower “would like” to make an 


11th hour campaign swing through 
critical states — which is being 
urged by some GOP leaders — but 
has made no decision. 
GOP strategists, believing their 
party got a lift from Eisenhower’s 
two nationwide appearances on ra­ 
dio and television Monday night, 
are eager to have the President 
take to the road. 
The W'hite House described as 
“non political” Monday night’s TY- 
radio Cabinet session on the new 
European Defense Alliance and 
the President’s later speech on 
economic conditions. 
The latter address, however, fur­ 
nished fellow’ Republicans some 
prime campaign ammunition. Ei­ 
senhower reported unemployment 
has dropped 400,000 to a new total 
of 2,700,000. This put it below three 
million for the first time this year. 
The employment situation is a 
major issue in many key indus­ 
trial states.

Secretary 
James Hagerty said any decision 
as to whether Eisenhower will 
make a campaign swing between 
now and Tuesday’s election “will 
have to wait one or two days.” 
He said Eisenhower “would like 
to speak to the people of the coun­ 
try and to workers in the political 
organization 
of 
the 
Republican 
party to see that everybody gets 
out and votes on election day.” 
But the President also “has a 
lot of work to do here, too,” Hag­ 
erty said. 
There have been persistent re­ 
ports that the President would 
make a flying campaign trip, pos­ 
sibly 
Friday 
and 
Saturday, 
through six or more states con­ 
sidered critical tests in the elec­ 
tion. 
One proposed schedule called 
for visits to Louisville, Ky., Water­ 
loo, Iowa, and Detroit, Mich., on 
Friday with an overnight stop in 
Detroit. Under this schedule the 
President would then visit Min­ 
neapolis, Boston and Wilmington, 
Del., on Saturday. Another report 
said Eisenhower might campaign 
in Ohio. 
Hagerty declined to discuss a 
possible itinerary except to con­ 
firm that a visit to Michigan had 
been proposed. Sen. Charles Pot­ 
ter (R-Mich.) called at the White 
House this 
morning 
but W’hite 
House aides said he did not come 
to discuss any presidential cam­ 
paign trip.

Sense Over Sentiment 


Suggestion of the Canadian ambassador 
to the U. S. that the two great neighbors of 
the northern hemisphere get their heads to­ 
gether more often to solve mutual farm 
problems is well taken. In the matter of 
wheat production, the U. S. and Canada 
rank No. I and 2 and as such are the world’s 
leading wheat exporters. 
In the normal order of things this should 
make for hot competition, but with wheat 
trade controlled to a large degree by the 
International Wheat Agreement, the two 
countries have found themselves in the 
same boat more often as not. For example, 
Canada’s Commonwealth bonds, though 
heavy with tradition and a common queen- 
ship, fell apart last year when the sharp- 
trading British, normally one of the Domni- 
ion’s best wheat customers, saw a chance to 
make a better deal. 
But it has not been sentiment so much as 
economic and financial reality that has 
brought Canada and the United States 
closer together. To date much of the fusion 
has been hammered out on an individual, as 
contrasted to formal, basis. Lively com­ 
merce between the two and the increasing 
U. S. capital investments in Canada’s enor­ 
mous resources have forged close links coat­ 
ed with generous layers of neighborliness 
and good will. 
Against this framework, it is clear that 
conscious consultations and co-operation on 
a U. S.-Canadian-wide basis should greatly 
advantage the agricultural, industrial and 
general interest of both countries.

Leave it to the women—they’re not afraid 
to speak their minds. 
We have another letter today—from Mrs. 
Gene Cherry—and it has to do with the 
“red water’’ problem. It is a trifle long for 
this space and we may have to edit some of 
it out as we go along. Read: 
“I’d like to contribute my bit to what you 
said about Rushville’s water system. I’m 
convinced that nothing will ever be done 
here unless there is a ‘Petticoat’ brigade. 
And I am ashamed for all the men of Rush­ 
ville for being so calm and smug as to sit 
back and pay the bills and not care what 
they get for their money. 
“But first ask the women in town what 
kind of answers they get when they do com­ 
plain. I know because I have been complain­ 
ing for seven years. 
“We live in the 900 block on Perkins. We 
have our own bad days of rust but do you 
know what happens when they blow the 
lines on Main Street? Just like last week, 
our water was clear but Main Street was 
having trouble. So they blow the line and 
drive it all over here to our block. Then we 
complain, get our lines blown out and, all 
told it takes three days and three nights be­ 
fore we get clear water again. Also, we have 
to run the water for at least an hour to clear 
it and who pays for that water to run down 
the drain? 
“For two years I called the plant almost 
every Monday. My blood pressure boiled to 
the point of crying, cussing and threaten­ 
ing to sue the city for ruined clothes. The 
plant told me the fault was in our own 
pipes, so we changed them. Then they said 
it was because we had such particularly 
good pressure we were drawing the rust. 
That may be true since some days I had 
beautiful red water and my neighbors did 
not. 
“Anyway, we were forced to start the 
Culligan soft water service. First on our 
hot water line, then we had a direct cold 
water line put to my washer. We have used 
two tanks a month for the past five years 
at a cost of $260, plus a high water and 
sewage bill of about $250. Who says water 
is a cheap commodity? We pay more for our 
water than some people pay for their lights. 
“. . Before the new wells were dug, I was 
told that residents up here were drawing 
water direct from the north well main as it 
passed south to the water plant. I have al­ 
ways contended that, if true, our water was 
not being purified properly. I have every 
reason to believe this because after five 
o’clock when the north well was shut off 
our water coming from the reservoir was 
clear. 
“We were also told that when the new 
wells were opened, the north well would be 
shut off. I want to know if this has been 
done or is the city still using the north

WASHINGTON UP — Nothing quite like this has 
been seen before in the often picturesque history of 
this republic. 
You flipped a switch, you waited for your televi­ 
sion screen to come alive, then there you were in 
the middle of a meeting between the President of 
the United States and his Cabinet 
The time was 7 p. rn. Monday. The place was the 
Cabinet Room of the White House, its green walls 
a vague gray on the TV screen. The start—though he 
drew President Eisenhower into the spotlight with 
—was Secretary of State Dulles. 
First you saw the room itself, with its long coffin­ 
shaped table Next the Cabinet members filed in - 
all men except Secretary of Welfare Oveta Culp 
Hobby. 
Finally, through the same door in the rear, came 
Dulles—back from Paris only a few hours—and the 
President. Eisenhower sat down, smiled, folded his 
hands. 
“ Mrs. Hobby and gentlemen. . .” he began, and 
the first Cabinet meeting ever to go on the air, or 
to be reported by newsmen on the spot, was under 
way. 
What were the reporters and the radio michophones 
and the TV cameras doing there? When a request 
was made to open up this meeting, the President 
said, he decided—“for this one time”—to let all the 
American people hear a report of vital importance 
to them. 
Then Dulles, his tie a little askew, his fingers toying 
with a pencil that got lead all over them, gave his re­ 
port: a story of a new spirit of Western unity flower­ 
ing on the grave of the European Defense Commu­ 
nity. 
“History,” said John Foster Dulles, “ will not soon 
forget. . . . ” 
Dulles spoke fluently, rarely referring to his sheaf 
of notes. 
Dulles wound up with a warm tribute to the Presi 
dent. He said the Paris and London agreements were 
“ very largely” the result of Eisenhower’s leadership. 
The President, in turn, praised Dulles for a “bril­ 
liant” job and said maybe all hands should give him 
a rising vote of thanks. *

UNITED NATIONS, N. Y. (A1 — 
The long U. N. arms debate neared 
a close today with a call by India 
for a halt on weapons production 
pact can be reached. 
India’s V. K. Krishna Menon, 
last speaker listed in the debate, 
sought the floor in the 60-nation 
Political Committee to present his 
appeal for a standstill agreement. 
The Indian resolution called on 
the U. N. Disarmament Commis­ 
sion to study ways of setting up an 
“armament truce” pending agree­ 
ment on a disarmament conven­ 
tion. Menon previously urged a 
halt in the production of atomic 
bombs until measures could be set 
up to eliminate them, but nothing 
ever came of it.

CINCINNATI, UP) — Here’s an A- 
bomb or H-bomb survival tip: 
If you see or sense a sudden 
brilliant or blinding flash of light— 
duck and count slowly to five. 
If you reach five, you have sur­ 
vived. Then take stock. If you have 
the customary number of fingers, 
legs and other body parts, if you 
can hear, and aren’t bleeding badly 
any where or bleeding from the 
nose or ears, you probably have 
nothing to worry about. 
It will mean you haven’t been 
hit at all, or significantly , by the 
three 
killers 
in 
therm onuclear 
weapons. The three are radiation — 
including X-ray s and neutrons — 
heat or fire, and the blast wave. 
The blast wave itself, and objects 
like bricks, stones and glass sent 
flying by the blast, could be lethal. 
Counting off the five seconds will 
mean you were at least a mile 
from the heart or center of the 
atomic bomb. It takes five seconds 
for the sound or blast waves to 
travel a mile. And at a mile dis­ 
tance, you probably won’t get any 
significant amount of radiation. 
This rough formula was given 
today by Col. Harvey C. Slocum at 
the annual meeting of the Ameri­ 
can Society of Anesthesiologists. 
! Slocum is professional consultant 
in anesthesiology to the surgeon 
general, and chief of anesthesiology 
and operative service of Walter 
Reed Army Hospital, Washington, 
D. C. 
It applies to A-bombs such as 
exploded over Japan and can ap­ 
ply to H-bombs too. For much of 
the deadly effects of all these 
bombs go straight up in the air, or 
could miss you by hop-scotching 
over you if you had ducked soon 
enough, or had ducked behind suf­ 
ficient protection, he said. 
Slocum mentioned the formula 
in say ing that if a nuclear bomb­ 
ing catastrophe occurred, anesthes- 
j iologists could and should have 
special lifesaving jobs to perform.

Prof Travels 
With 1 5 2 
Children'

SALZBURG, Austria — Austria’s 
largest and most fascinating fam­ 
ily — Professor Hermann Aicher, 
his wife and 152 of their “ children” 
— will tour the United States this 
fall. 


A family of 152 kids? Well, truth 
is. 150 of them are marionettes. 
The other two are the Aichers’ 
daughters, 
Frick 
and 
Gretl, 
23 
and 21. 


With four assistants, they make 
up the Salzburg Marionette Theat­ 
er. In Europe, the Salzburg pup­ 
pets are regarded the best there 
are. 


The puppets are Austria’s little 
ambassadors of good music and 
fine opera. They hope to carry into 
the small towns of America the 
magic melodies of waltz king Jo ­ 
hann Strauss and musical genius 
Wolfgang Amadeus Mozart. 
The Salzburg Marionettes pre­ 
sent opera to small audiences with 
music of the color and all of the 


authenticity of the New York Met­ 
ropolitan. 
In fact, on their stateside tour 


this year, the puppet theater ac­ 
tually will use the recorded oper­ 
atic music of Eugene Ormandy 
and the voices of stars such as Lily 
Pons and Richard Tucker will ap­ 
pear to come from the mouths of 
Prof. Aicher’s little people. This 
is by agreement with the Met. 


“ Bui what makes me so unhap­ 
py about our trip to America,” 
says goateed Prof. Aicher, “ is that 
we leave behind most of our pup­ 
pets. There are almost 1.000 of 
them. And parting, even for a short 
time, is sad.” 
The story of the Salzburg Mari­ 
onette Theater is the story of a 
family. It was created in 1913 by 


Aqton Aicher, the father Hermann, 
his son, took it over when he was 
23 and developed it to the point 
where it is now one of Austria’s 
top cultural exports. 
Prof. Aicher masterminds each 
new 
creation of the marionette 
theater. His wife, Elfriede, is a 
former 
coloratura 
soprano 
who 
manipulates, sings vocal parts and 
makes costumes for many of her 
1,000 children.” 
Daughter Ghetl is in technical 
charge ol the stage. She sees to 
it that the puppets function proper­ 
ly. 
Frick designs the stage sets and 
works alongside her father and 
mother as a puppeteer.

Pimsleur, 
a 
26-year-old 
New Yorker, supervises the trans­ 
lation of the repertory for foreign 
tours. 


Marriag e Carriag e 
Demanded By- 
Berlin Brides

BERLIN—The way to get married 
first class in Berlin is to hire a 
white, rubber-tired “ marriage ca r­ 
riage” drawn by four white horses. 
You can get a two-horse outfit 
for about half the money but your 
bride might pout at this. 
The cost for a four horse wed­ 
ding is 95 marks or about 23 dol­ 
lars. 
It includes two 
uniformed 
coachmen with silk top hats. 
4 
Oddly enough, an American army 
sergeant, Paul Ongstad of West­ 
port, Ore., “ founded” the white 
carriage tradition in 1948 when he 
married a pretty German girl, Ur­ 
sula Bauer. 


Up to that time, the bridal ca r­ 
riages were black. 
Gustav 
Schoene, 
proprietor of 
the oldest and largest firm supply­ 
ing the carriages, says that white 
is now 
overwhelming preference 
1 of Berlin newlyweds. 
Schoene claims his white ca r­ 
riage was the first of its kind in 
Berlin and 
was 
first 
used six 
years ago by the American ser­ 
geant and his bride. 
The idea caught on so well that 
a German song was written about 
j it 
with 
the 
title 
“ Eine 
Weisse 
Hochzeitskutsche” (A White Wed­ 
ding Carriage). 
Schoene supplies 
carriages for 
j an average of 15 weddings a week 
but says, a bit ruefully, that only 
two or three of these use the de 
luxe four-horse rigs. 
Schoene’s firm was founded by 
his father in 1894 and has been run 
' by three generations of the family. 
He is at present assisted by his two 
sons Paul, 28, and Joachim, 26 
Their stables house 24 horses 
of which 14 are all white. They 


say they are the only ones in West 
Berlin who can furnish teams for 
four white horses or more. 
The film owns-seven white ca r­ 
riages, outfitted with white cush­ 
ioned seats and white silk curtains. 
According to custom the mar­ 
riage carriage calls first at the 
home of the bridegroom, then col­ 
lects the bride and proceeds to the 
church. 
After the ceremony, the couple 
returns in the carriage to the home 
of the bride for a reception. 
Shoene also supplies automobiles 
for weddings but he considers them 
new fashioned and not very ro­ 
mantic.

WASHINGTON — Two y ears ago 
Moscow began boasting abou t how 
p op u lation was growing in the U. 
S. S. R. It sou nd ed ominou s to 
western strategists who mu st keep 
an ey e on Sov iet p ower. 
The Mu scov ite balloon was p u nc­ 
tu red by a stu d iou s hu sband -wife 
team working in a littered little 
Washington office — Robert and 
Annabclle Cook. 
The 
Cooks 
sp end 
their 
d ay s 
stu d y ing p op u lation figu res. Eight 
times a y ear they p u blish a six 
or eighi-p age booklet called the 
Pop u lation Bulletin. 
A sp ecial bu lletin abou t Ru ssia 
said the Ru ssian p op u lation was 
not increasing at an imp ressiv e 
rate, that 
actu ally the Ru ssian 
birth rate was d rop p ing, that Ru s­ 
sian p arents were not meeting the 
Kremlin’s d emand for more and 
more fu tu re sold iers and workers 
The Cooks ru n the Pop u lation 
Reference Bu reau , which is su p ­ 
p orted by d onations from p eop le 
who hav t become alarmed at fail­ 
u re of the world ’s food su p p ly to 
keep up with its zooming p op u la­ 
tion. 
It offers no ad v ice — makes no 
recommend ations. It merely p rints 
the figures. 
The p op ulation bu lletin goes to 
41 nations, some of them ap p ear­ 
ing as d eficit areas in a "hu nger 
map .’ which hangs on the wall of 
the Cook’s office. 
How d id they tu rn ou t the Mos­ 
cow* bulletin? Ru ssia is the only 
nation which refu ses to giv e the 
United Nations birth and d eath 
figures, as other member nations 
d o. 
Cook say s: 
“ We ju st read a 
whale of a lot of Ru ssian sp eeches, 
and what Ru ssian statistics we 
could tu rn up . It mad e a consist­ 
ent story . 
“ It was no su rp rise to is. The 
same thing hap p ened in Fascist 
Italy when Mussolini was p ay ing 
families 
for 
more 
bambinos. 
Throu gh that whole p eriod the rate 
at which Italians were increasin^ 
showed a d ecline. 
The Cooks’ inqu iring ey es are 
now tu rned on Canad a, which is 
cond u cting one of the most ambiti­ 
ou s fanii'.y -allowance p rograms in 
the world . 
“ It p u ts p arents, as su ch, on the 
go v ernm ent pay -ro ll,’’ Cook say s. 
“ We p lan to d o a Canad ian stu d y 
soon We su sp ect it will rep eat the 
Italian stu d y .” 
Th? Cooks hav e startled many 
gov ernment 
ex p erts 
with 
other 
news see p s. Their charts hav e 
shown, for instance, that Ameri­ 
cans are hav ing babies at a *asr- 
er rate than Italians. By 195 2 Ital­ 
ian birth rates had d rop p ed to 17 6 
p er thou snd p op u lation. The United 
States rate w as 24 5 . 
But the real "p op u lation ex p lo­ 


sion,” as Cook calls it, is taking 
p lace in Latin America. 
Lu mp ing the United States and 
Canad a as North America, and in­ 
clu d ing the West Ind ies in Latin 
America, he say s: 
“ If the p resent birth and d eath 
rates g° on in the two continents 
| throu gh the y ear 2000. Latin Amer­ 
ica will hav e 5 5 0 million p eop le 
and North America 25 0 million. 
“ It could be a worse lack of bal­ 
ance. Latin America is ju st begin­ 
ning to u se mod em med icine, and 
its d eath rates cou ld d rop swiftly . 
In that case its p op u lation figure in 
the y ear 2000 could be mu ch higher. 
“ Of cou rse, it p robably won’t 
hap p en. There are so many other 
factors to consid er. The most im­ 
p ortant one is the u np red ictable 
hu man who may slow u p on family 
size as it becomes more d ifficult 
to feed the family and as the p ar­ 
ents become more ed u cated .” 
World wid e interest has sp ru ng 
up in th* Cook's work. Premier 
Nehru of Ind ia Is on their mailing 
list.
